If  you  want  we  can  work  on  a short  agenda  to  present  at  the  meeting.  That  would  be  a 
good  idea  and  help  focus  input  from  the  R8  staff.  The  main  objective  was  to  announce 
closure  of  the  1C  Durango  Office  and  introduce  the  ongoing  R8  team.  My  part  is  short 
and  suite— your  part  is  whatever  the  R8  team  is  prepared  to  say — its  not  about 
resolving  any  issues  but  rather  laying  out  the  points  of  contact  and  how  you  plan  to 
engage  and  manage  and  communicate  all  the  activities  from  here  on  out.  I have  no 
issue  if  you  want  to  bring  the  additional  folks  into  the  meeting  but  you  should  discuss 
with  Cynthia  who  provided  me  comments  from  Joan — since  it  would  be  a change.
